In answer to Pierre Inghels* questions that were published in 
the November issue of Belgian Laces, Clement states that he doesn't 
speak, read or write any foreign language, but that with the help 
of dictionaries is able to understand the necessary vital statistics 
found in the IDS.i. records. He ha3 2 documents that could be of 
interest to some members, one is a typewritten brochure on the city 
of Lerabeke, E.F. which he picked up during his visit to Belgium, lb's 
"Toeristiseh Lembeke" 37 p. written in Dutch, it tells about the city, 
from early days to present. If anyone v,'i3hes to borrow the document, 
Clement will be happy to send it. Better yet, he says, if anyone who 
reads Dutch would care to extract and translate any genealogical 
Information contained in the brochure, it could be made available 
through BELGIAN LACKS.

The other document that he has is a detailed map, (scale 1/25,000) 
of the consolidated community of ASSKNEDK, E.F. This community is a 
consolidation of the towns of ASSKNKDE, BASSKVKLDE, BOEKHOUTE and 
OOSTEEKLO. /, 11 streets within and between the towns are shown and 
indexed as wall as the “Polder" districts. It also includes an inset 
showing the center of Asaeneda. "I will be happy to work with anyone 
having, an interest in specific localities in these tovms" says Clement. 
Clement found an inventory of property and debts of his 2GGranfather, 
Petrus Da Paepo, who died in Zomcrgem, E.F. in 1??4. Not only were the 
property and debts listed but all relatives who v/ere living at the 
time, from his wife to grandchildren, together with relationships, 
were included in the document. 

Mr. & Mrs, DeRoo will be attending the World Conference on Records 
in Salt Lake this summer.

GEOGRAPHICALLY SPEAKING -Dictionnaire Geographique du Hainaut by 
Philippe Vander Maelen. (1831) 

ROUX, "Commune of the county and of the district and located 1 mile 
North of Charleroi, and at 8 1/3 miles of the province capital. 

It's bordered N. by Courcelles, E, by Jumet, S. by Marchiennes-au-Pont 
and W. by Joncret. 

The town has 4 villages! Brasses, Hubo, Wilbouroux and Zaizelies, 

The waterway Pieton goes through the comm.une from S. to N. The 
Clairfontaine waters the castle’s 2 ponds which serve as a reservoir for 

2 mills. The Pieton also moves a mill. 

SOILi The land is uneven. The fields are slightly inclinedj there 
are a few steep hills. The best soil is made of soft friable argil, 
fawn colored on top of solid clay. The depth of the top soil is 
of 8 to 9 inches. 

Agriculture! Main crops arc wheat, rye, winter barley: /German wheat, 
oat, horse beans, hay, clover and potatoes. Most of the pasture is close 
to the Pieton. Carden and orchard are close to the living area. Thickets £ 
timber trees are made of oak, birch, elm, hazelnut and alder trees. Their 
harvesting is done every 18 years. The number of horses reared is 
barely enough to keep up with the needs of farming works. 

Population! 2193 inhabitants. 

Housing! Most of the houses are well made { there is a church, a grade 
school, a very old country house owned by Mrs. de Tiebault. 

Commerce and Industry! Most of the people works in farming, but many 
families earn their living by working in near by coal mines and by 
maiking nails. There are 2 breweries, 4 distilleries and 3 grist; 
mills. 

Roads and Waysi This commune located £ mile away from the main road 
Charleroi-Namur, has 2 secondary roads which are well kept but still 
not passable during winter and rainy days.
